Dr. Levy Sums Up. 

It was reserved for Dr. J. Leonard Levy 
of Philadelphia to arouse at the evening 
meeting the deepest interest and enthusiasm 

roduced throughout the day's proceedings 
iy his summing up of the exact situation of 
modern advanced Judaism. Dr. Levy spoke 
as follows: . ey 

“The reformer of today is the orthodox 
believer of tomorrow. Today people crucify 
and tomorrow they deify; today they burn 
martyrs at the stake and tomorrow shed 
over them tears of love to put out the fires 
of hate. The future of Judaism is safe today 
in God's keeping. We reformers have been 
attacked, and why? -We are accused of the 
crime of attémpting to Judaise Judaism— 
to set aside the orientalisms and the pagan- 
isms which have crept into our faith and 
defaced it.. The purpose of the Sunday serv- 
ice is to take away the ignorance that gives 
rise to such accusations, so that righteous- 
ness may flow on like a stream and equity 
move on among men. The non-Jew says 
Judaism is resurrected on Christianity. He 
has said ‘the sun has risen anew upon 
Judaism: Come ye nations and bathe your- 
selves in its soft light.’ 

„But Judaism is not resurrected from 
Christianity; because Judaism never dies; 
and the sun is not risen anew, because the 
sun of Judaism never sets. 

„Every nation in the past has raised its 
hand against Israel, but Israel is alive today, 
and can see along the past the shattered 
wrecks of humanity—of the nations that 
have vanished. Here are the ruins of Tyre 
and Sidon; here once stood the beautiful 
Parthenon and the stately Acropolis; and 
here the mighty Babylon. But Israel en- 
dured—endured for an ideal. It was a sim- 


Brobdignag. If this mission is for Israel, 
and Israel alone, then is the Jew an anti- 
quated mummy parading the ancient streets, 
but if the message is meant for humanity 
then is the Jew one of the world’s greatest 
benefactors. 
Not the Day, but the Ideal. 

Wherever the Saturday Sabbath can be 
observed with due respect and in honor, 
there let it be observed. When economic 
conditions prevent us from observing it, let 
the Jew be man enough to say: It is not 
the day but the ideal we will keep.’ ‘ 

The Jewish Sabbath is different from the 
Sabbath of every other nation. It is in- 
separably associated with the two great 
facts of Jewish history—the creation and the 
exodus. The motif of the creation was let 
there be light’ and the motif of the exodus 
was let there be liberty.“ Light and lib- 
erty are the themes. It is not the day. It is 
the ideal that the day symbolizes. When 
time was considered in concrete sense and 


the strict observance of a particular day, 
but now that we know that time is eternal it 
is not the day but the spirit we embody in 
our worship. 

For the Jew to turn back is to go to the 
ghetto, for him to go on as matters are 
today is for him to fall and be lost in the 
stream. Our only course now is to extend 
the bridge our forefathers built and which 
is too short now to span the further shore of 
the promised land. It is then the mission of 
the Jew tu introduce into the world the true 
meaning of holiness, the true conception of 
God 


We, the maligned reformers, are accused 
of fiirting with Christianity, of removing the 
ancient landmarks, and rejecting the teach- 
ings of che fathers; yet we are old-fashioned 
enough still to acknowledge that Israel is 
a missionary people.

Junta Sues Wildman. 


The Philippine Junta in Hongkong claims 
that there remains in Consul General Wild- 
man’s hands a balance of $47,000 silver or ap- 
proximately $23,500 in gold. Mr. Wildman 
claims that he has accounted for every cent 
of money he has at any time had in his pos- 
session. The junta has brought suit against 
Mr. Wildman in the British courts in Hong- 
kong for $47,000. 

In December, 1897, Primo de Revira, the 
Spanish Captain General in the Philippines, 
entered into negotiations with the leaders

Don Emilio Aguinaldo, the head of the 
present native government in the Philip- 
pines, was the chief leader of the insurgents, 
and it was to him the offer was made which 
finally resulted in an agreement.

$800,000 in silver, and in return for this the 
insurgents were to lay down their arms and

to the Spanish authorities, and the insurgent 
leaders agreed to leave the islands and not 
return for period of six months. 
The Spanish officials agreed to institute 


Certain reforms which had been demanded 


by the natives, including the separation of 
church and state. In the terms of agree- 
ment it was stipulated $200,000 should be 


paid the local native leaders, those Who 


commanded the troops in the several 
provinces, while Aguinaldo and his followers 
should receive $600,000. The .$200,000 was 
paid the leaders who were permitted to re- 
main in the islands and $400,000 of the $600,- 
000 was paid Aguinaldo on behalf of the 
leaders when they reached Hongkong, where 
they were sent by the Spanish authorities. 
The remaining $200,000 was to be sent out 
from Madrid, but it was never sent, and 
only the $400,000 originally paid ever reached 
Aguinaldo. It may be added the payment 


‘ of money to the insurgents was not looked 


on as a bribe, but was ostensibly to reim- . 
burse the natives for property confiscated 
or destroyed by the Spaniards. 5 ty 
Spanish Promises Broken. 
Of the total of $600,000 paid the insur- 


| gents, $400,000 was furnished the Captain 


General by the priests, Who -continued to 
exercise their power in the government of 
the islands notwithstanding the promises 
made. This, with the failure on the part of 
the Spanish government to pay the remain- 
$200,000, was the excuse given by As uin- 
aldo for his failure to carry out his part of 
the agreement’ and stay away from the 
islands for the full six months stipulated. 
When Aguinaldo received the $400,000 he 
deposited $200,000 with the Hofigkong and 
Shanghai Bank and $200,000 with the char- 
tered Bank of India, Australia, and China in 
Hongkong. The other leaders desired tie ‘ 
money -should be divided equally among 
them, but Agufnaldo refused and the money 
in the chartered bank was tied up by in in- 
junction of the courts. This injunction was 
still standing. when the war between the 


United States and Spain broke out and 


Dewey sailed for Manila. 

Aguinaldo was in Singapore at this time 
and several conferences were held between 
him and E. Spencer Pratt, the United States 
Consul General in Singapore. The result 
of these meetings was that Aguinaldd re- 
ceived permission to go to Manila and he 
took ship to Hongkong, where he met the 
other Philippine leaders, and where he met 
also United States Consul General Wildman. 

The differences between the leaders was 
patched up, the injunction tying up the 
money in the chartered bank was dissolved 
by mutual consent, and more than $300,000 
in. silver was placed to the credit of the 
Philippine zunta in Hongkong for the pur- 
chase of arms and ammunition for the in- 
surgent army in Luzon. Aguinaldo with 
twelve other leaders were taken to Manila 
on the revenue cutter McCulloch and the 
insurrection of natives against the Span- 
jards again broke out. 


Americans Selling Arms. 
The great need of the Filipinos was arms. 


Several shipments of rifles: were made from 


Hongkong and Chinese ports purchased with 
the funds in the possession of the Philippine 
junta. The steamer Pasig was purchased 
and loaded with arms in Hongkong, but 
before it sailed the British authorities seized 
it and confiscated the 3,000 Mauser rifles 
and the 1,000,000 rounds of ammunition on 
‘board. A firm of Americans ostensibly en“ 
Saged in selling supplies to the fleet was 
really engaged in furnishing rifles to Aguin- 
aldo and his men. 

Admiral Dewey received several reports 
to the effect that Consul General Wildman 
Was engaged in furnishing arms to the in- 
surgents, but there was no proof of this. 
The members of the junta in Hongkong were 
divided into two parties, each trying to con- 
trol the purchase of arms for the profit they 
could make from it. The purchase of the 
Steamer Pasig was carried through by one 
Section of the junta and when it was seized 
it was claimed by the members of the party 
that Consul General Wildman was working 
With the other: members of the party and 
that he had given the British authorities in- 
formation which led to the seizing of the 
Ship and the confiscation of the arms and

Twelve pictures on one plate, 
however, do not develop well. 3 

A photographer who had carefully erected 
his machine in the park in front of the pal- 
ace, waiting for the final moment to arrive, 
at the first sound of the guns in the harbor 
and the starting of the American flag up the 
staff above the palace took snap shots as 
fast as he could change the plates. When 
he was through he discovered that a soldier 
had moved in front of his camera, and then 
he had four or five excellent pictures of the 
back view of a United States volunteer 
soldier. 


FLAG RAISINGS IN BOMBA-ST. 


There were only three formal flag raisings 
with appropriate ceremonies on evacuation 
day. These were at the palace, Morro Castle, 
and Cabanas fortress. The three young 
men who were honored by being permitted 
to raise the flags on these famous Spanish 
buildings were the sons of General Wade, 
General Butler, and General Lee, 
Lieutenant Wade raised Old Glory at 
Morro, Major Butler over the palace, and 
Lieutenant Lee over Cabanas. There were 
more forts and public buildings in Havana 
where formal flag raisings might have ap- 
propriately taken place, but it was not the; 
idea of the commissioners to have too many

on Jan. 1, not so formal as the one that took 
place at the palace or at Morro or at Cabanas.

Now we have 
news.“ said he, ot the brilliant achieve- 
ments of your own distinguished leader, 
General Aguinaldo, codjperating on land 
with the Americans at sea. When, six 
weeks ago, I learned that General Agui- 
naldo had arrived incognito in Singapore, I 
immediately sought him out. An hour’s 
interview convinced me he was the man 
for the occasion; and, having communicated 
with Admiral Dewey, I accordingly ar- 
ranged for him to join the latter, which he 
did, at Cavite. I am thankful to have been 
the means, though merely the accidental 
means, of bringing about the arrangement 
between General Aguinaldo and Admiral 
Dewey which has resulted so happily. I 
can only hope that the eventful outcome 
will be all that can be desired for the hap- 
piness and welfare of the Filipinos." 

In presenting an American flag to the in- 
surgents Mr. Pratt was again unfortunate 
in the use of his words. Addressing the 
delegation he said: This flag was borne 
in battle, and is the emblem of that liberty 
that you are seeking to attain.’’

This 
is wel] known to Aguinaldo, but he is pow- 
erless%o prevent it, because he realizes that 
an effort to do so woypld be an end of their 


Capacity for Self-Government.

I wish 
my, opinion might be otherwise, for I pre- 
fer to believe them capable of self-govern- 
ment. There are a number of Filipinos 
whom I have met, among them General 
Aguinaldo and a few of his leaders, whom I 
believe thoroughly trustworthy and fully 
capable of self-government. The main re- 
liance for small positions and many larger 
ones would be upon people who know no 
standard of governmesg®Other than that the 
Spaniards have furnished. Their sense of 
equity and justice seems not fully developed 
and their readiness to coerce those who come 
under their power has been strongly illus- 
trated in this city (Manila) since our oc- 
cupation. <A regularly organized system of 
blackmail has been instituted under the 
guise of making subscriptions to the insur- 
gent cause. None of this money ever 
reaches the treasury of the so-called Fili-. 
pino government, but is, doubtless, divided 
among the petty chiefs, who assume to au- 
thorize subordinates to collect it. 

“There is not a particle of doubt but 
that Aguinaldo and his leaders will resist 
any attempt of any government to reor- 
ganize a colonial government here. They 
are especially bitter towards the Spaniards, 
but equally determined not to submit any 
longer to being a colony of any other gov- 
ernment. What they would like best of 
all would be a Filipinos’ republic, with an. 
American protectorate, for none realize 
their inability more clearly than they to 
maintain a republic without protection irom 
some strong power. 

“ Aguinaldo has not a universal follow- 
ing among the Filipinos. Though he is 
unquestionably the most popular leader at 
present among the people, there are many 
of the wealthiest, most prominent, and most 
influential Filipinos who do not follow him 
and would not vote for him as President 
of their oon free will and accord. The 
native population of Manila is generally 
opposed to insurrectionists. 


Desire for American Control. . 


“A number of the rich and prominent 
Filipinos have told me that if the United 
States would govern this country for one 
year Aguinaldo’s following would so dwin- 
dle that he would have no army left. All 
the people except the Spaniards, foreign 
residents and natives alike, feel that a 
native government would be better than the 
continuation of Spanish rule. I think it 
would, for nothing could possibly be worse 
than the Spanish régime as it has long ex- 
isted here. All the Filipinos who have prop- 
erty at stake and all the foreign residents, 
with the exception of the Spanish, are pray- 
ing that the Americans will continue in the 
country.” 

Major Bell, whose opportunities for learn- 
ing the character of the men who figure in 
the insurrection, and who are the Lieuten- 
ants of General Aguinaldo, gave the com- 
mission, through General Merritt, some val- 
uable information on this point. His. brief 
biographies are quite interesting. Of 
Aguinaldo he says: “ He is honest, sincere, 
and poor, not well educated, but a natural 
leader of men, with considerable shrewdness 
and ability; has the power of creating among 
the people confidence in himself; is un- 
doubtedly popular and highly respected. 
There are many better educated afd richer 
natives who do not think he has sufficient 
education or experience to be a suitable 
President. He was a little Governor’ of 
one of the provinces, and said to have been 
a school teacher, but this cannot be veri- 
Red. 


There is no Secretary ot State, that post 
having been saved for Cayetano .

To him, statesman and 
farmer, belongs the distinction of conduct- 
ing this latest invasion of Egypt. He comes, 
however, not leading an army, but at the 
head of a railway-—the Harrisburg and 
Southern railroad, capital stock $650,000. 

Between Shawneetown and Cairo, shut in 
on the one side by the Ozarks and on the 
other lulled to endless day dreams by the 
murmuring and muddy Ohio, Pope and Har- 
din Counties have slumbered since the war 
whoops of the Pottawatomies were hushed.

The quiet of those peaceful val- 
Itys soon will be shattered by the whistle 
of. the night express,“ the “ up freight,” 
and the “ Elizabethtown accommodation.” 

For years Mr. Barger has been planning 
his road. The necessity of such a line to 
develop the riches of the district was borne 
in upon him long ago, when he had to start 
for Springfield a k in advance of the 
opening of the General Assembly to get 
there in time for the adjournment.

Weedon 
is in love with the girl whom John Martin 
would marry and becomes the object of the 
plot that is too thick to be followed out ex- 
cept as it develops on the stage. Israel 
Kevosky, a Polish refugee, who is seeking 
his daughter and who becomes the accom- 
plice of John Martin in his crimes, believing 
that Weedon has wronged his daughter, is 
the strong character of the play. Zillah 
Kevosky, his daughter, is the wife of John 
Martin, who has deserted her. Madge Lewis 
is in love with Clifford Weedon and goes 
with him to Africa. In the first act the 
characters all appear in England, in the 
second without ado they appear at the 
proper time in Africa. 

The climax of the story is not justice, but 
revenge. John Martin, who has committed 
murder in robbing the safe of which Clifford 
Weedon alone was supposed to know the 
combination, and who made it appear that. 
the murder was Weedon’s, is killed by a pis- 
tol shot after a struggle with Weedon and 
with Kevosky, who discovers the deceit.

HEIRS OF A LOST DAUGHTER. 


Children of Dora Blanche Harig of Bal- 
timore Share in Valuable St. 
Louis Estate. 


Baltimore, Md., Jan. 15.—[Special.]—The 
marriage of George Harig of this city and 
Dora Blanche Smith in Chicago in 1875, the 
discovery thirteen years after that Mrs. 
Harig’s real maiden name had been Mars- 
den, and their subsequent remarriage under 
the wife’s real name, now affords the three 
sons and three daughters of that union an 
opportunity to claim their share in the 
estate left by Mrs. Marsden, their grand- 
mother, who died in St. Louis a year ago.

RAILROADS IN CHINA. 

Probably the most important international 
problem at the close of this century, and one 
which is liable to have greht influence oh im- 
mediate events at the beginning bf the next, 
is the future of the Chinese empire. It may 
be some time before the great powers will 
be able to, agree upon its partition, but 
meanwhile the barriers of ages are to be 
swept. away by the irresistible hand of 
commerce. The breaking up of the old con- 
ditions ig imminent. Mongolian and Man- 
churian have held their own against West- 
ern civilization until now. The railroad is 
to be their conqueror, | 

An interesting article from the New 
York Sun describing the railroads now 
in operation, those being built, and others 
projected has already appeared in Tre 
Tripune. The 350 miles in existence is a 
small beginning for this immense empire 
of 5,000,000 square miles. Russia will soon 
construct a line 800 miles long, making a 
short cut across Chinese territory to Vladivo- 
stk, running through a rich section of Man-

Not only are there greater 4 ni reasi 
annually of these classes of machinery, but any 
new American invention is readily taken up by the 
farmeéere on this side. Thrashing machines may 
be mentioned as an instance of the fajlure of Amer- 
ican manufacturers thus far to exactly meet the 
requirements of farmers in this country. Owing ne 
the rank growth and humid atmosphere, the weig 
of straw (and of grass mixed with it) to be thrown 
off is much greater than is the case in the United 
States. A much heavier and stronger machine 
is necessary for general use. 1 

Is there an opening on the Riviera for 
American stoves, bathroom fittings, hard- 
ware, cut-wood floors, wainscotings, mold- 
ings, ete.? The Consul at Nice, Harold 8. 
Van Buren, is much inclined to think that 
there is. Outwardly the medium+sized villas 
are pleasing enough to the eve, he says, 
though when you have seen one of them you 
have seen all. But inside they are a hundred 
years behind the ordinary suburban house 
in this country. The tiled floors are chilly; 
the ceilings and trimmings old-style and ex- 
pensive. Morcover— 

Apartments and houses at Nice are, as a rule, 
quite devoid of anything like a bathroom. Often 
a room of generous dimensions is left to be used 
as a bathroom, but it is conspicuous for the ab- 
se of a bath. I do not know of an apartment 
or house haying hot and cold water throughout, 
the hot Water to be furnished by a kitchen range. 
This is the more remarkable in s climate where 
even exterior water pipes never freeze, and where 
the fitting in of such an appliante would be ex- 
tremely simple and inexpensive. Hardware used 
in building is, as a rule, cumbersomeé, primitive, 
and unsightly. Locks and keys are wonderfully 
behind the times. Interior doors are light, monot- 
onous as to design and paneling, and often made 
of unséasoned wood, which causes them to warp 
soon. Appliances for proper and economical heat- 
ing are almost unknown, though they would seem 
indispensable in a climate which, while not ex- 
tremely cold in winter, is humid, owing to the 
heavy dew which falls between 4 and 7 p. m., and 
where there is a large amount of stone used in 
construction, besides marble staircases and terra 
cotta floors. | 

How about Syria? The Consul at Jerusa- 
lem, Selah Merrill, thinks that with occa- 
sional visits of American steamers and“ a 
‘little mercantile grubbing and pioneering ’ 
our people could work up a nice trade in 
Syria. He feels pretty sure that the Syrians 
would take kindly to American carriages, 
carriage supplies, canned meats, canned lob- 
sters and salmon, canned vegetables, canned 
fruits (some of them), glass jars for canning 
purposes, doers, blinds, window frames, 
ladies“ shoes, and beer. But it won't do to 
insist on cash orders in Syria, Consul Mer- 
rill writes: : 

Our Vice Consul here, who was born in New Eng- 
land, but has lived nearly all his life in this coun- 
try, is of the opinion that if a purely American 
store were established in Jei alem it would soon 


„He belfeves that such a store would be a profit- 
able investment. It should be stocked with a 
variety. of gaods, and reference always had to 
the actual and possible needs of the people. Jeru- 
salem.should have a central store and depot, while 
, branch stores should be established in the prin- 
cipal cities and towns of the province, such as 
Gaza, Hebron, Bethithemh, Nablous, and 
Salt, which is east of the Jordan. The nature of 
trade, certainly in the branch stores, would for 
some years be chiefly a barter trade. Although 
large fortunes and wealthy firms have in the past 
been. built up in this way, I feel at the same time 
that this method of creating business fs distaste- 
ful to great numbers of modern American ‘mer- 
chants. | 

American manufacturers and dealers who 
want to get rich out of the Japanese trade 
should carefully study the annual report of 
Consul Lyon of Hiogo. The Japanese, he 
says, have no prejudice against, American 
products; indeed, in many lines, peefer them 
to all others. This is true of our locomotives, 
for instance, and of our mill machinery. 
But our people are not working for Japanese 
custom as their European rivals are work- 
ing. They have too few energetic repre- 
sentatives in Japan. They rely too much on 
printed matter—circulars and price lists. 
Then they are often careless in packing, 
and they do not cater to Japanese tastes 
and. prejudices as the Germans do. The 
native business-men of Japan are slow, 
methodical, and cautious, Consul Lyon says, 
and it is well to be equaHy methodical and 
cautious in doing business with them. They 
prefer small, neat packages. They want 
articles put up separately that in this coun- 
try are put up and sold by the dogen. Then 
they have another pecullarivy; they are 
greatly impressed by fancy trademarks, and 
suspicious of small wares lacking them. 
They buy goods much more readily that 
carry a device or an emblem, or that bear a 
seal, writes the Consul at Hiogo, ‘‘ and 
many a good article would be in danger of 
rejection because not put up faneffully.“

It is difficult to identify the alum 


Lis PREACHES IN BROOKLYN 


Chicago Minister Delivers “ Trial Ser- 
mon ” to a Great Congregation in 
Plymouth Church. 

Ne ork, Jan. 15.—[Special.]}—The Rev. 
N. D. Chicago delivered what may 
be called his trial sermon before an immense 
congregation t Plymouth Church this 
mornitig. Monday night the members of 
the church will vote on the question whether 
or not u formal call shall be extended to him 
to become their pastor. 

The church was crowded as it had not been 
before since the days of Henry Ward 
Beecher. Hundreds stood throtghout the 
services, and, what was most unusual, per- 
sons sat on the steps leading to the pulpit. 

Dr. Abbott conducted the services up to 
the sermon, and from that point Dr. Hillis 
conducted. On the platform with Drs. Ab- 
boit and Hillis was the Rev. Dr. Henry M. 
Field of the Evangelist. 

Dr. Ilillis sat with his overcoat on until 
he stepped forward to deliver his sermon, 
which was a wonderful word picture of the 
life and death of Christ. The sermon occu- 
pled more than twice as long in its delivery 
ag the sermons of Dr. Abbott invariably oc- 
cupy. , 

Dr. Hillis’ chief gesture while speaking is 
leaning over towards the congregation with 
outstretched arms and making a circling 
motion with his hands over his head while 
standing erect. The subject of the discourse 
was Jesus Christ; the Supreme Example 
of Genius in the Realm of Intellect.” oe 

Following are some extracts from Dr. 
Hillis’ sermon: 

Full nineteen centuries have come and 
gone since this young teacher began his im- 
mortal and pathetic career. Now that long 
time has passed poets and philosophers alike 
confess his story is the most fascinating 
story in literature, while if his teachings in- 
spire the greatest intellects, his sufferings 
still melt the hardest hearts. 

Few and evil were the days of his pil- 
grimage. In an era when soldiers were 


crime, this youth dedicated his unrivaled 
genius to deeds of mercy and became the 
knight errant of the poor and weak. Hav- 
ing poured forth his sympathy in unstinted 
tides, having lived all his days with glorious 
friendships, radiant wisdom, and gentle 
deeds; having supported the fainting multi- 
tudes by his golden dreams of an age of 
better laws, better learning, better liberty, 
and a better life, he, who has doné no man a 
wrong—no, nor thought it—becamie the cen- 
tral figure of the most piteous tragedy in 
history. 

Christ's intellectual supremacy appears 
from the greatness of the thoughts and 
themes with which he enriched earth's loft- 
iest spirits. Scholars count the renaissance 
as one of the greatest moments in the history 
of art and letters.

Say remade? For he was one of those para- 


doxes, a practically unknown historical char- 
acter, whom the encyclopedias summed up 
in a few lines, hardly as long as his nose. 

Let us inquire for a moment who the real 
Cyrano was, and what in the way of his- 
torical material Rostand had to work upon. 
Portunately, the latter was scant. I say 
fortunately, because it gave the dramatic 


poet unhampered opportunity to deck his 


dero out with qualities that would make 


him dramatically interesting and effective. 
One thing about Cyrano is certain—viz.: he 


had a nose. But that it was the next largest 
peak to the Himalayas, as some more or less 
imaginative writers concerning him have 
playfully asserted, may be doubted. He was 
baptised in 1619 and and died in 1655; and 
during his ebullient life he did several things 
which M. Rostand has cleverly utilized in 
his play. He was both a poet and a soldier; 
he wrote satiric verses and plays, from at 
least one of which Moliére cribbed the scene

This leads to one of the episodes: and 
speeches of the play that have become fa- 
mous. A certain Viscount de Valvert, taking 
offense at Cyrano’s interruption of the per- 
formance, and at the same time desiring to 
display his own valor to the crowd, goes 
up to Cyrano and says: Sir, your nose is— 
hm—it is—big!"’ Cyrano, apparently imper- 
turbed, takes the Viscount to task for not 
having displayed more originality in his re- 
mark. This is the famous speech of the 
nose. Had the Viscount desired to be de- 
scriptive he might, says i have re- 
marked: 

"Tis a rock! ..

And so Cyrano runs the gamut through 
A speech of no less than fifty-four lines of 
such .variety, and at the same time so 
capitally illustrating the cynicism and 
satirical acumen of his character, that the 
interest is sustained from beginning to end. 
A duel ensues between the Viscount and 

Cyrano; the latter premising that he will 
compose a ballade while ‘he fights and will 
touch the Viscount on the last line of 
the envol. The duel begins; Cyrano parry- 
ing each thrust of his opponent, and at the 
same time improvising the three eight-lined 
stanzas of the ballade. Here is Cyrano’s 
envoi: 

Prince, pray heaven for your soul's weal! 
I move a pace—lo, such! and such! 
Cut over,—feint!

Even the women in the boxes 
among them Roxane—who were much cha- 
grined at his interruption of the perform- 
ance, have found the poetic duel far more 
interesting, and they applaud him loudly. 
When the audience has dispersed, Cyrano 
confesses to his friend Le Bret that he is in 
love with Roxane, but that, on account of 
his grotesque nose, he can never hope to win

Le Bret, however, tells him that he saw 
Roxane herself deathly pale as she watched 
the ducl; and when, a few minutes later, 
Roxane’s duenna comes to Cyrano with the 
request that he appoirit a meeting with the 
fair lady for the morrow, he is inspired with 
the hope—alas! only too soon to be darhed 
to pleces—that, despite his grotesqueness, 
she may love him for his valor. The act 
ends with Cyrano, once more in his char- 
acter of swashbuckler, going forth to fight 
single-handed 100 men who, he.learns, are 
lying in wait for one of his friends. 

It would be profitable, if space permittcd, 
te go into some detail concerning the earlier 
scenes of the second act, which are laid 
in Ragueneau’s pastry shop; but I can only 
touch upon them. 
pastry cook, who allows the poor poets to 
come and feast upon his dainties; Lise. his 
shrewish wife, who turns the manuscript 
pages of his own poems into paper bags for 
tarts and puffs—these and other characters 
are capitally drawn; and the humor of the 
epi es lightens the action of the play. 

It is here that Cyrano meets Roxane. The 
latter confesses to him that she is in love, 
and her description of her lover—as one who 
knows not that she is in love with him; as 
@ poor youth who all this time has loved 
timidly from afar and dared not speak; and 
one who belongs to Cyrano’s own regiment, 
| is in fact a cadet in Cyrano's own company— 
rouses in Cyrano’s breast the hope that 
Roxane is confessing her love for himself. 
But as soon as she scribes her lover as 
proud, noble, young, intrepid, fair—Cyrano 
knows at the word fair that Roxane is 
not for him. She has, in fact, come to beg 
him to exercise a kindly proteetion over her 
lover, Christian de Neuvillette. 

Poor Cyrano! Not only can he not win 
the woman who is the consuming passion of 
his life, but he is asked to be a guardian to 
his rival. From this point begins the self- 
effacement of Cyrano. We have been 
amused by his grotesqueness and moved to 
admiration by his valor. But now he begins 
to creep into our sympathy; for from now 
on he practices the self-sacrifice which grows 
more beautiful as the play. proceeds, and 

lis us with love and pity for this strange 

reature until his nose—which, by one of 
the strangest yet most admirable freaks of 
genius Rostand has made the root-cause of 
all his hero's woes—becomes pathetic instead 
of grotesque. Were Cyrano a handsome 
man, his self-sacrifice would not arouse the 
pity it does. His ugliness makes his self- 
sacrifice the more touching. 
Occasionally, it is true, the old roysterer 
and swashbuckler in him break out again, 
as when he introduces the cadets to De

But something besides the love of Roxane 
‘has come to Cyrano. The chill of death 
is on his brow. Roxane may exclaim, “ Live, 
for I love you!” but it is too late. The ap- 
proach of death seems only to deepen the 
tenderness of Cyrano’s love for Roxane. 
How exquisite are the lines in which he 
protests, when she exclaims, “I have 
anarred your life—I, I!" Resting his eyes 
upon her he answers: 

You blessed my lite! 

Never on me had rested woman’s love, 
My mother even could not find me fair; 

I had no sister; and, when grown a man,

mean equal alternating bulges and breaks, 
| but, instead a great upheaval which was to 

bring all things up with it, and to stay. 

The average broker will never confess that 
he has given bad advice. If during the next 
week, for instance, there should come an all- 
around drop in stocks of several points, or if 
Way ahead in 1900 there should come a vio- 
lent drop of twenty points, the broker whose 
advice had been the cause of his customers’ | 
neglected opportunities for many months | 
previous would doubtless then come out 
and congratulate himself and customer, say- 
ing: That's just what I’ve been telling 
you ail along. The reaction has come just 
as I’ve predicted.“ 


Big Reaction Unnecessary. 


‘Bo far as the immediate future is con- 
cerned, the market operator who predicts 
any serious reaction is probably just as 
/ Wrong now as he was when he was pre- 
dicting the same thing five months ago. Of 
course, “‘ accidents favor the bears.“ Yet, 
disbarring any unforeseen calamities of any 
sort, such as might happen in the near 
future. as they have happened in the near 
Past, there is nothing to prevent a number 
Of stock issues from going considérably high- 
er than at present. The absence of one sign 
_ Of serious trouble in any part-of the world 
Also the great cheapness of money and the 
probability that for months to come moncy 
will continue cheap—jusaify further ad- 
Vances in the stock markets. The boom

natural limitations until the yield on stock 
investments becomes as low approximately 
as the yield of money. In some stocks this 
Condition has already been reached. In the 
majority of issues, however, this condition 
Ras not yet by any means been reached. 
Moreover, when certain stocks reach their 
“top” levels it is not necessary that they 
should react, provided the levels reached. 
Are legitimate. For instance, the preferred 
Stocks of most of the Chicago industriais 
Rave got above par, and further important 
advances are not looked for. Yet it is gen- 
erally admitted that these stocks are now 
above par to stay, at least until the next 
industrial convulsion shall arrive. The end 
of the present boom in stocks, when- 
ever, in course of time, it should be due, need 
mot, and probably will not, be followed by 
any severe reaction. It should simply be 
coincidental with a diversion of speculative 
Mterest to other things that previously liad 
hot gone up materially, like real estate, and 
wheat and corn.

‘ental history, and shines upon them with 
the enlightening power of a political and 
‘religious Hberty, which is awakening men 
out of the darkness of superstition and viee.

„The leading nations in this 


have so appropriated different parts of the 
| world through conquest and discovery that 
a limit to acquisition seems at hand, bring- 
ing a pause in mere territorial advancement 
leading to a strengthening of positions and 


a developing of resources. 


‘‘ Imperialism is growing out of the char - 
acter of conquest into that of improvement: 
Even war is passing away as an imperial 


force and we are approaching a condition 
of disarmament and codperation that will 
promote an imperialism of intelligence and 


ce. 
Fur country is foremost in this new ‘dea 
of imperialism. We have recently acquired 
control of new territory in the far East, 
to which we are displaying the light of our 
civilization as an upHfting power to people 
long enslaved under a rule of despotism and 


cruelty. 


„The world is now witnessing the strange 
spectacle of a strong victorious nation, un-. 
der great provocation and temptatior to 
aggrandizement, withholding the hand of 
power and appealing to the better instincts 
of an unfortunate people that they may be 
led into a condition of self-government, 
It is the star of liberty coming to the dark- 
ened East and pausing over the cradle of 
the human race, directing men to the true 
basis of human happiness in the truth of a 
universal brotherhood revealed unto men, 
when, over the manger-cradle of Bethlehem, 
a star paused to guide wise men from the 
East to the divine elder brother who would 


save the world.” 


Stand By the President. a 
Bishop Fallows took for his text God’s 
command to Abraham, Get thee out of thy 
country, and he reached the climax of his 


argument in these words: 


The command of God has come to our na- 
tion to get out of the country we have been 
living in and assume the responsibilities 
which that providential going forth has cre- 
We must now take no backward 
‘steps. With trust in God, we must hold in 
‘trust for humanity that which he has given 
us. .We hust hold up the hands of our Pres- 
ident by our faith, our prayers, and our

Abraham in his going out had to leave 
his ancestral faiths as well as his home,“ 
he said. “ The call of God to his church 
is to go forth to the larger and grander views 
which the life and teachings of the Christ 
are continually unfolding to the reflective 
mind.

Dr. Frank Crane Analyzes Character, 
Finding in It Bravery, Gentle- 
ness, Obedience. 


The Rev. Dr. Frank Crane occupied the 
pulpit of Central Church yesterday morning 
in the absence of the pastor, the Rev. Dr. 
Newell Dwight Hillis. His theme was Man 
and His Master.“ Analyzing the qualities of 
true manhood he said: 

** Manliness consists not in physical comeli- 
ness and strength, nor in that resentment 
and retaliation we sometimes call manly, 
but rather in three attributes—bravery, gen- 
tleness, and obedience. Bravery is the 
fundamental virtue of virtues. It is the 
masculine virtue; gentleness the feminine 
and finishing virtue. Civilization is noth- 
ing but the womanigation of brave men. 
The chief and crdéwning excellence of char- 
acter is obedience. This is the greatest thing 
in the world. 

Jesus was never in a hurry. When we 
think of the magnitude of his task we are 


amazed that he took it up so placidly. He 


had a whole world to reform, rather to trans- 
form. Our impression of reforms is that of 


men burning up with fervent zeal, arguing, 


gesticulating, throwing themselves wildly 
against the evils they attack. But the 
Master walked and talked leisurely in Judea, 
stopping to hold converse with the woman 
at the well, strolling through fields plucking 


the ears of corn, telling stories, and attend- 


ing feasts. And how much more power 
would our efforts gain were we to work with 
the simple, quiet dignity of the Master! 

“ When the disciples cried out in despair 
in the storm on Galilee he slept on, and when 


awakened he shook the rain from him hair 


and, rising imperially calm, laid his hand 
upon the mane of the tempest, and to the 
frantic waves he said: Peace! Be still!’ 
So the storm caught its breath in the midst 
of a roar and whined like a frightened hound. 
at his feet; so the waves bowed their heads 
and then lay by. For what else could 
natu: quarreling children do when before 
them appeared ‘the first gentleman of the 
universe?
